In. Mr. Warfield's opinion .one of two things will be done: 


Either the railroads will be turned over to the government 


, permanently on (he best terms obtainable or the people will 


decide that,it will be better for the roads to remain in private 
hands under proper regulation, thus preserving, to them the 
benefits of individual initiative. . 


It is clear that'Mr. Warfield is not in sympathy with the idea 


of government ownership and operation of railroads or other 
public utilities. He says if there is created a government auto- 


. cracy in the conduct of the alTairs of these great trade arteries 


of ttie nation, it will'iiol stop there; thai the system of pater- 
nalism thus established would be extended lo other industrial 
activities and that ."the gradual encroachment of such a sys- 
tem upon property rights and upon personal liberty, the re- 
strain! 'entailed (hereby and the political control thus made 
possible must finally-resuK in a one-party country, the fore- 
runner of a form of governmental autocracy that could finally 
be overthrown only by revolution." 


In lhi§ Mr. •\Yarfield may be putting,it rather strong, but it 


cannot be denied that the spirit of paternalism has been grow- 
ing rapidly in this country in recent years. The war is uot re- 
sponsible for il.'bul it has given it a decided boost, and it is 
none too early "for the pepple to be giving it their attention. 


"Times change and men change with them," and systems 


also change with the passage of .lime./But the American" gov- 
ernment was not designed tbifake charge of the people's busi- 
ness and there is no danger of the countrymoving lop.slowly 
in the direction of government ownership, while .big'risk's 
would surely be taken by moving too rapidly in that direction. 
In their vexation over the shortcomings of the railroads and 
other grea't public ulililies many. have..acquired the habit of 
shouting for government ownership without realizing the full 
significance of the proposed'change. 'While due allowance 
'niusl be niade for'war conditions, it is not too much to say 
that the average individual is unable lo see any great improve- 
ment in the management and operation of the railroads since 
Uiey passed into the hands of the government. Something in 
the way of.control there must be, but there must be careful 
sliidy of the present government operation. 
The railroads 


have in years past had altogether too nnich to do with slate 
alTairs. This must cease, whether under1 government owner- 
ship or private control;
